Ruling on Funds. 

Washington ruled that this 
project would not qualify for 
government aid under terms of! 
the Federal Housing Act of 
1949. Title | of this law author- 
ized federal aid to cities for re- 
development of blighted areas, 
but specified that a _ project 
must rehabilitate an area that 
is predominantly residential, o1 
provide new structures. that 
will add to housing facilities 

The Housing Act of 1954 
eased the restrictions by au- 
thorizing exceptions. The Ur- 
ban Renewal Administration 
may provide federal fugds for 
non-residential projects provid- 
ed that the aid does not exceed 
10 per cent of the national 
amount of capital grants 

The Land Clearance Au- 
thority believes that the new 
St. Louis project could qualify 
as an exception This would 
mean that the Federal Govern- 
ment would defray two-thirds 
of the cost of buying up the 
four blocks, tearing down the 
buildings and _ selling the 
cleared ground at reduced price 
to private redevelopers

The Missile Master center r¢ 
lies on two sources of informa- 
tion: Data passed along from 
the distant SAGE stations: data 
obtained from two radar out- 
fits which are parts of the 
cente! 

A “surveillance” radar, with 
a range of about 200 miles,

The 200-mile range of the 
radar sets of Fort: Meade reach- 
es past New York City, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and Norfolk, Va 
Other Nike installations, in ex- 
istence of being built, will ov- 
erlap the range of the Fort 
Meade area to provide an in- 
tegrated detection svstem in 
the Atlantic coast region 

Officials said permanent mis- 
sile Master installations in oth- 
er metropolitan centers would 
be started “in the near future.’

Kefauver meets Stevenson 
again in the June § California 
primary The Tennessean will 
campaign in the southern half 
of the state through Tuesday, 
starting today in Los Angeles 

Kefauver said that despite 
his Minnesota victory, he still 
‘had a hard fight and struggle” 
ahead in the California pri- 
mary 

“If there is a certainty in 
politics,” Kefauver said, “it Is 
that the Republicans cannot 
win without the states of the 
farm belt 

In his press conference as- 
sessment of the \linnesota 
vote, Kefauver named Minne- 
sota. Wisconsin, North § and 
South Dakota, lowa, Kansas 
and Montana as states the Dem- 
ocrats have a “good chance’ to 
carry in November.

RUENOS AIRES, March 23 
‘AP)\—Maj. Gen. Eduardo Lo- 
nardi, anti-Peron revolt leader 
who was ousted after serving 
less than two months as the 
dictator's successor, died last 
night after a cerebral hemor- 
rhage in Buenos Aires’s Cen- 
tral Military Hospital. He was 
59 vears old. 

He was treated in the United 
States last December for high 
blood pressure. 

Lonardi was sworn in Sept. 
23 as president of the provi- 
sional government that suc- 
ceéded Peron. He resigned 
Nov. 13 in another military 
coup that put Maj. Gen. Pedro 
Aramburu in the presidential 
post. Aramburu had been army 
chief of staff in Lonardi’s gov- 
ernment and a chief leader in 
the army-navy revolt against 
Peron 

Lonardi’s opponents charged 
he would not rid his govern- 
ment of reactionary holdovers 
from Peron’s davs. 

Funeral services will be at 8 
am. Saturday Aramburu will 
deliver an address honoring 
Lonardli tonight and is expected

LONDON, March 23. (UP)— 
The British press denounced 
Col.-Gen. Ivan Serov as a thug 
and a murderer today, but the 
visiting Russian secret police 
head laughed at the charges. 


Serov, who allegedly sent 
2.000.000 persons from nine 
countries to Communist slave 


labor camps, joked with report- 
ers on the Russian Embassy 
grounds last night. 

“Look at me,” he said as he 
thumped his chest. “Would you 
call me Ivan the Terrible?” 

The Daily Mirror columnist 
“Cassandra” called him much 
worse—“an artist in death,” a 
“gorilla” and this ‘beastly 
brute.” Cassandra added, “I 
condemn without hesitation the 
appearance of this murderous 
turnkey on British soil.” 


The Daily Express conserva- 


tive) admitted that Serov “looks 
like anvbodv's favorite uncle.’ 
but the Daily Miri labeled 
him as the “Himmler of the 
Soviet Union. and his business 
is terror torture and the 
grave.” Heinrich Himmler was 


head of the Nazi Gestapo 

The News Chronical (liberal) 
said Serov had a perfect right 
to visit British soil to check on 
security arrangements for the 
forthcoming visit of his bosses, 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and Pre- 


mier Bulganin, but it called 
Serov'’s presence “unpleasant” 
and urged none to forget his 


“vicious and ugly past.” 
Uneasiness Among Laborites. 
Severel Laborite members of 


Parlioment were getting iIn- 
creasing concerned about the 
visit and said thev would ask 


Prime Minister Eden to explain 
to the House of Commons 
about “the arrival of bands of 
armed foreigners from Russia.” 
Conservatives wanted to know 
the reason for Serov’'s visit. 

Despite his reputation, re- 
porters discovered Serov was 
as susceptibe to vanity as any- 
one else. He refused to take 
off his hat and explained with 
an embarrassed grin, “I'm get- 
ting a bit thin on top.” Re- 
porters also noticed he boosted 
his 54° height with inch-thick 
rubber soles 

One asked if it was 
the hlood of 
rressed and innocent 
on vour hands.” 

“That question can best be 
answered by quoting a proverb.” 
he said. “It is, ‘the dog is bark- 
ing—the wind is blowing.’”’ 

To the blank stares of the 
reporters an interpreter ex- 
plained that whoever made the 
“blood on his hands” allegation 
is not in possession of the cor- 
rect facts. 

Serov, who snarled at western 
reporters throughout the Asian 
tour of Premier Bulganin and 
party boss Khrushchev, was 
surprisingly tractable 

He denied that the four huge 
men, all dressed alike. who 
accompanied him everywhere 
are bodyguards. 

“I have no bodyguards,” he 
said. “Why should I need body- 
guards here in London?” 

He denied reports the Soviets 
Want to import a “small army” 
of security police to guard Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev when 
they arrive next month for a 
10-dav visit

Serov reportedly found Brit- 
ish security arrangements for 
the Bulganin-Khrushchev visit 
“fairly satisfactory” on his pre- 
liminary check but wanted to 
move them from a plush West 
End hotel! to the embassy 

The Soviet Embassy, on “mil- 
lionaires row” near Kensington 
Palace, is on a private road that 
has the Czech Embassy at one 
end and the Romanian Embassy 
at the other 

The first organized protest 
against Serov came at a hastily- 
called meeting of the Radical 
Reform Group, an organization 
allied to the small Liberal party.

Stennis Says ‘We Are

WASHINGTON, March 23 
(AP)—Senator Stennis (Dem.’, 
Mississippi, said today the pres- 
ent electoral college system of 
electing Presidents di- 
rectly” into the hands of the 
ressure groups.

sentatives in Congress 

Earlier Senator Humphrey

system for electing Presidents 
and Vice Presidents should be 
sent back to committee for 
further study. 

He said he was referring not 
only to constitutional amend- 
ments offered by other Senators 
but also to one he himself has 
proposed.

study.

Urged by Senate Group. 
The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee recommended a constitu- 
tional amendment under which 


each state's electoral vote — 
equal to the number of its Sen- 
ators and Representatives In 


Congress—would be split among 
the candidates in proportion to 
the popular vote they received. 

The committee rejected a 
proposal, offered by Senator 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, to 
have presidential electors 
chosen just as Senators and 
House members are that is, 
two by state-wide vote and the 
rest by congressional districts. 


Mundt told the Senate yes- 
terday that the proposed 
amendment would restore the 
balance between urban and 
rural areas, encourage the two- 
party sysiem nation-wide and 
less the influence of big city 
pol tical machines and pressure 
groups, 

Humphrey’ has offered an 


amendment under which two of 
each state’s electoral votes 
would be awarded to the can- 
didate winning a plurality of 
the popular vote. The rest of 
the electoral votes of all the 


states would be divided amdng 
the candidates in proportion to 
the popular votes they received 
on a nation-wide basis. 


Humphrey said he had pre- 
sented it primarily for “educa- 
tion and discussion” rather than 
in expectation of its approval. 

Langer’s Proposal. 

Senator Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, has offered an amend- 
ment to provide for the nomi- 
nation and election of Presi- 
dents by direct popular vote. 
Although Humphrey favors 
this, he and others have said 
that as a practical matter it 
stands no chance of adoption 

Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith (Rep.), Maine, backing 
Langer’s proposal, suggested 
vesterday that “qualified wom- 
en’ should enter preferential 
primaries for selection of can- 
didates for President and Vice 
President. 

Mrs. Smith is the only woman 
now in the Senate. 

“IT am admittedly prejudiced 
in this matter,” she said, adding 
that she could never have heen 
nominated or elected to the Sen- 
ate if nominations for Senator 
were made only by conventions 
as formerly 

She added that no woman 
ever has a chance to be nom- 
inated for President or Vice 
President under the present sys- 
tem of nomination by national 
convention. 

“Yet the majority of voters 
in our country are women,” 
Mrs. Smith commented. 
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It passed a resolution urging 
that the Government “give no 
information about refugees to 
this man.”

Refugee Appeals to Malenkov. 

Visiting former Soviet Pre- 
mier Georgi M. Malenkov, 
meanwhile, promised a Polish 
refugee he would investigate 
the imprisonment of the Pole’s ‘.

The Pole, a worker at a pow- 
er plant construction site at 
Derby, begged a member of 
Malenkov’s touring party to in- 
tercede with Malenkov on be- 
half of his brother. The Pole’s 
appeal was passed to Malenkov, 
surrounded by a corps of secu- 
rity officials. The portly Rus- 
Sian sent back word that he 
would look into the case.

PAAISTAN ACHIEVES 
STATUS OF REPUBLIC 


Will Be in British Common- 
wealth but Not Under 
Crown. 


KARACHI, March 23 (AP)— 
Pakistan formally became a re- 
public within the British Com- 
monwealth today. 

Henceforth the nation of 80.- 
000,000 people—85 per cent of 
them Moslem—will be known as 
the Islamic Republic of Paki- 
stan. Like India, it does not pay 
allegiance to the British crown 
but accepts it as the symbol of 


its “free association” with 
the other Commonwealth na- 
tions 

In an impressive ceremony 


at Karachi, Maj. Gen. Iskander 
Mirza—until yesterday Governor 
General of the Dominion of Pak- 
istan—was sworn in as the new 
republic’s first president 
Salute from 31 Guns. 

A 3l-gun salute boomed out 
for Mirza as he took a golden 
chair beside his wife, the Begum 
Nahed 

In a message to the countrv’s 
armed forces, Mirza in effect 
stressed Pakistan’s determina- 
tion to hold its western terri- 
tory in face of independence 
demands by Pathan tribesmen. 

“Your first task is the safety 
and integrity of Pakistan,”’ Mir- 
za Said. ““We have no territorial 
ambitions, but will not allow 
one inch to go out of our 
hands.’ 

His statement also probably 
referred to Pakistan’s claim.to 
the Himalayan state of Kasmir, 
which is divided between an 
Indian-sponsored government 
and a pro-Pakistan faction 

Army ‘Second to None.’ 

Mirza, whose government gets 
American military and economic 

aid and is a member of the 
Seuthieest Asia Collective De- 
fense Treaty and the Western- 
backed Baghdad Pact, also told 
his troops: 

“Our fighting machine is sec- 
ond to none and it is an instru- 
ment for maintaining the peace 
of the world. It is for the serv- 
ice not only of Pakistan, but 
also for the free world.’ 

Some 50 special foreign en- 
voys represented virtually every 
major country at the event. 
President Eisenhower sent Jer- 
ferson Caffery, a_ diplomatic 
veteran in the Moslem world 
who retired at the end of 1954 
after being United States Am- 
bassador to Egypt. The Presi- 
dent also sent a message of 
ereeting The Soviet Union 
sent one of its top officials and 
a veteran negotiator for foreign 
trade contracts, First Deput: 
Premier Anastas Mikovan

Prope ler Flies Off and Tears 
Through Bomber, It Lands Safe 


B-29 Mother Plane Ripped by Own Part 


Just After Releasing Baby | 
Rocket Ship. 


' 


LOS ANGELES, March 23 
(AP)—A propeller flew off a 
four-engine B-29 mother plane 
and tore clear through its fuse- 
lage yesterday just after it re- 
leased its supersonic experi- 
mental baby plane, a Govern- 
ment research official said to- 
day 

Both craft landed safely at 
the Muroe dry lake flight test 
base about 60 airline miles 
northeast of here. 

The bomber was carrying the 
needle-nosed, swept-wing rocket 
plane at 30,000 feet for a sched- 
uled test launching. 

Walter Williams, chief of the 
high speed flight section of the 
National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics—a Government 
research agency—gave this ac- 
count: 

Over Palmdale, the seven- 
man crew of the B-29 suddenly 
felt an intense vibration from 
the No. 4 engine. 

The bomber pilot, Stanley P. 


Butchart, immediately nosed the 
B-29 downward and cut loose 
the Douglas D-558-II Skyrocket 
—a plane for which an unoffi- 
cial world speed record of 1327 
m.p.h. was claimed in 1953. 

Skyrocket pilot John B. Mc- 
Kay jettisoned his rocket pro- 
pellanits and landed without in- 
cident. 

Almost as soon as the Sky- 
rocket had cast off, the propel- 
ler pulled loose from the bomb- 
er’s No. 4 engine. It ripped up 
the nacelle of the No. 3 engine, 
plunged through the bomb bay 
of the big plane and passed 
through the other side of the 
fuselage. 

Butchart’s aileron controls 
were useless. Co-Pilot Neil H. 
Armstrong nursed the bomber 
home on the other three en- 
gines and made a perfect land- 
ing. 

The Skyrocket was undam- 
aged.

The Tompkins Denial 

Assistant Attorney General William F. Tomp- 
kins has denied that he described the Cleveland 
Bar Association as “dupes” for raising money to 
pay lawyers in Cleveland who served at the re- 
quest of the Federal Court as defense counsel 
for Communists charged with subversive and 
conspiratory acts. The Department of Justice 
official issued his public denial after a confer- 
ence in Washington with two members of the 
Cleveland group, including its president, Eugene 
H. Freedheim. 

Leading up to the conference were these 
events: Robert F, Coll of the United Press in- 
terviewed Mr. Tompkins and quoted him as say- 
ing that the Cleveland lawyers were “dupes of 
Communists.” The UP dispatch was printed 
in newspapers, including the Post-Dispatch. This 
brought a sharp protest from Mr. Freedheim 
who went to Washington to see Mr. Tompkins. 
The correspondent, Mr. Coll, takes nothing back. 
He says the Department of Justice official went 
even further and said that the Communists were 
“laughing at these guys who defend them” and 
used the word “suckers.” Mr. Coll says he 
spared Mr. Tompkins these quotations because 
they were “intemperate.” 

The Post-Dispatch is in no position to judge 
whether Assistant Attorney General Tompkins did 
or did not say that the Cleveland lawyers were 
dupes. We can believe, however, why he might 
have said it, and we see nothing whatever to 
benefit, the United Press reporter in putting 
words in Mr. Tompkins’s mouth

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Chance to Buy Tilles Park 
The City Plan Commission of St. Louis is to 
be commended. It has shown with alacrity that 
it has no desire on its part to destroy Tilles Park 
in Ladue by selling it to private real estate 
developers 
To insure that the beautiful 58-acre tract not 
be sold for “speculative development,” the com 
mission proposes that the city include a deed 
restriction in the sale which would require that 
the land be used only for park purposes for the 
next 100 years. But this does not mean that

Board of Aldermen, who would have final au 
thority im any sale of Tilles Park, would put the 
restriction in or even see that the sale was not 
made on a basis of private exploitation 

The City of St. Louis cannot be blamed for 
wanting to sell the tract In order to get money 
with which to buy park acreage within its own 
corporate limits. Apparently Tilles Park is used 
by more county people than St. Louis residents. 
But it was donated to the city in 1932 by the 
late C. A. Tilles as a memorial to his wife, and 
because of this, and the fact that park land Is so 
difficult to get anywhere in tge metropolitan 
area, the 58-acre tract should be preserved for 
its original purpose regardless of who owns it. 

As St. Louis should desire to see it kept a 
park, so should the whole of St. Louis county 
be interested in acquiring Tilles Park. It ought to 
be of prime interest to the City of Ladue since 
it lies within its limits. The City of Brentwood 
last summer made inquiries about possible sale 
of the tract. And there is the fact that the coun- 
ty last fall voted to authorize $2,200,000 in bonds 
to buy new park sites. The next step is up to the 
St. Louis County Council which will be gullty 
of gross neglect if it permits Tilles Park to pass 
into the hands of speculators.

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Maryland Asks for Trouble 


An example of how not to get on well with 
one’s neighbors is provided in a new law enacted 
by the Marviand Legislature. Any brewing com- 
pany in which less than 51 per cent of the stock 
was owned by United States citizens is now 
barred from that state. The target of the act Is 
the Carling Brewing Co. Inc., a subsidiary of 
Canadian Brewers, Ltd., which was planning a 
$12,000,000 plant in Maryland. 

Citizens of the United States have some nine 
billion dollars invested in Canada. Perhaps some 
of them live in Maryland. They would suffer di- 
rectly if any of the Canadian provinces .or the 
Government at Ottawa retaliated with legisla- 
tion barring these United States investments 

More importantly the entire United States suf. 
fers when any one of the states enacts such nar- 
rowly nationalistic and short-sighted legislation. 
We pointed out recently the irritations to Cana- 
dian tempers that have come about because of 
this country’s tardiness in teaming up on the 
St. Lawrence river, and because of the competi- 
tion of United States and Canadian enterprises— 
principally aluminum—for the waterpower of 
the Columbia and Yukon rivers. 

If either of our two countries stands to profit 
more than the other by the free flow of capital, 
goods and waterpower across our common boun- 
dary, that country is the United States. As Ray- 
mond Daniell reports from Ottawa in The New 
York Times, “A good many Canadians feel that 
United States capital is getting too firm a grip 
on the Canadian economy.” The intent of Mary- 
land and all other states should be to give Cana- 
dians reason to feel more disposed toward recl- 
procity rather than less.

When Physicians Make Patients Sick Between Book Ends

Growing body of knowledge puts doctor on more secure scien’ 
| tific ground but his personality remains therapeutically potent; 
there is a real art to talking to patient; misconstruing a casual 
hie | remark or facial expression can cause symptoms of real disease.

Etymologically considered, latrogenic 
disease is all illness engendered by a 
physician. Usually, however, the term 
jatrogenic disease refers to situations 
where, as a direct result of the physi- 
cian’s @xamination, attitude, treatment, 
or disposition of the patient, the patient 
is erroneously led to believe that he is 
organically ill. 

\s a rule, such fatrogenic error stems 
from the physician’s inability or un- 
willingness to recognize and cope with 
functional illness and from a lack of 
realization of his

This attitude led to a rigid, mechan- 
istic concept of disease, with attention 
centered on a particylar organ or tissue 
while the patient as a whole was dis- 
regarded Only within the past few 
decades has adequate recognition been 
afforded to the all-pervading effects 
of emotion on bodily function, so that it 
is now a truism to observe that dis- 
turbed emotional states may cause 
symptoms simulating organic diseases 
or be responsible for certain of them. 


Emotional Dependency 


It has been generally assumed that 
the art of listening to patients and the 
even more delicate art of talking to 
them can be learned after the young 
physician enters practice 

It would seem preferable that such 
abilities be developed during the train- 
ing period. R. V. Guiang is of the em- 
phatic opinion that medical schools 
should instruct future physicians i 
the art of talking to patients ‘... with 
the same vim and vigor as they train 
them in the art of auscultating the 
heart or palpating the abdomen.” 


All ill persons and those believing 
themselves to be ill are subject to 
anxiety. They are in a state of greater 
or lesser emotional dependency on the 
physician, which invests him with a 
therapeutic role over and above any 
specific course of treatmént that he 
might prescribe. What he says and 
does and, by the same token, what he 
does not say or do is fraught with sig- 
nificance to the patient. 

A casual remark, an inflection of the 
voice, an unwitting facial expression 
may be misinterpreted by the patient 
and cause him to assume that his con- 
dition is more serious than it actually 
is. A hasty or incomplete examination 
may undermine the patient's confi- 
dence, while overly persistent use of 
drugs of dubious value and unnecessar- 
ily frequent visits tend to fix the notion 
of serious illness in the patient's mind. 

No diagnostic attack, however thor- 
ough and scientific, is a substitute for 
time spent in taking a careful history. 


It is particularly worthwhile to attempt 
to discover what the patient himself 
thinks of his symptoms, for he may well 
be fearful of a disease far more serious 
than is actually the case. 

Anxiety resulting from such fears is 
a frequent source of functional com- 
plaints, And, since the symptomatology 
of an anxiety state is truly protean, 
too-ready assumption by the physician 
of the presence of organic disease may 
lead to serious error. 

Other errors productive of latrogenic 
disease are dismissing the patient with 
a diagnostic label but without inte}- 
ligible explanation, or attempting to 
cover up uncertainty with vague, 
hedging phrases. Once the physician 
is reasonably convinced of the ahsence 
of organic disease, he must so inform 
the patient incisively and affirmatively, 
being unwilling to assume the risk of a 
positive statement. 


The Doctor's Kole 


He should explain the nature of func- 
tional complaints in simple but compre- 
hensive terms, and he should always 
remember that information that may 
arouse anxiety should never be light- 
ly given. 

The therapeutic situation is a com- 
plex one, not only as it concerns the pa- 
tient’s emotional state but also in re- 
gard to the physician § Own personality 
and attitudes. The psychologic interplay 
between physician and patient may, at 
times, lead to jiatrogeny, unless the 
physician is suitably aware of his emo 
tional tendencies 

Thus, a physician who is sympathetic 
to a patient with a serious organic dis- 
ease may be irritable and short-tem- 
pered with a neurotic, anxious patient 
having multiple complaints not respond- 
ing to customary therapy. He may even 
consider emotional disturbances as evi- 
dence of character defect and cause for 
criticism 

Such hostility may reflect anxiety In 
the physician himself, stirred up by 
his inability to master the particular 
problem With the disruption of a 
desirable physician-patient relationship, 
the patient may travel from physician 
to physician, becoming increasingly con- 
vinced of a mythical disease 

To prevent the development of fatro- 
genic disease, ‘a reasonable balance 
must be struck by the physician, com- 
pounded of judicious amounts of sym- 
pathy, understanding, sincerity, firm- 
ness, and intellectual honesty, and 
tempered with flexibility. 


There Is No Immunity 


Practically no system or organ is im- 
mune to iatrogenic disease. Most com- 
mon {fs fatrogenic heart disease, repre- 
senting a sizable proportion of all car- 
diac ailments and producing consid- 
erable morbidity and invalidism. 

Successful treatment of iatrogenic 
heart disease, as of all iatrogenic ill- 
ness, depends on complete reassurance 
of the patient, coupled with an expla- 
nation of the part that fear plays in 
causation of symptoms. The most im- 
portant aspect of treatment of ifatro- 
genic disease is prophylaxis. The ail- 
ment is fully preventable if physicians 
will be constantly on their guard against 
misinterpretation by patients and if 
they diligently avoid error interpeting 
symptoms and findings.

Sydney Clark's eighteenth “All the 
Best in ———” travel books deals with 
Belgium and its little neighbor to the 
east and south, the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg. As the territory covered 
is not large, the author is able to give 
much more detail than in some of his 
earlier travel books. He includes many 
excellent photographs. Trips .to the 
battlefields of Waterloo, Ypres and 
Bastogne remind us that Belgium truly 
has been “the cockpit of Europe.” Lux- 
embourg emerges as a place no one can 
afford to miss. 

The third book is paper backed ‘for 
carrying. It answers every imaginable 
question about customs—commodities, 
articles and rates. It has many sug- 
gestions for helping customs officers 
in the handling and checking of bag- 
gage.

of close residential proximity 
between the races exists in 
Charleston, where the popula- 
tion is nearly half Negro and 
in some other cities, towns and 
villages. 

In such communities whites 
and Negroes live in a checker- 
board pattern that comes down 
from antebellum days when 
slaves occupied cabins on lanes 
behind the fine houses of their 


maste! Now whites and Ne- 
groes continue living in alter- 
nate streets and lanes or alleys 


or in adjacent residential pock- 
eis 
Talk of Private Schools. 


Throughout the low country 
whites are talking of closing the 
public schools if necessary, and 
of operating private schools in 
churches, homes and vacant 
buildings. They speak of financ- 
ing private schools by volun- 
tary contributions.and by tax 
remissions that would be made 
possible by closing public 
schools. 

Voluntary segregation is the 
oniyvy solution that low-country 
people have been able to think 


of to keep the public schools 
open, or to reopen them if they 
are closed. 


In the uplands, the Negro 
population is comparatively small 
and theer is residential segrega- 


tion. The problem there might 
be eased by redistricting and 
pupil assignment on the basis of 


_educational, health and moral 


standards. 

People in the low country say 
the state’s equalization program 
has not yet raised the economic 
and social status of their Negro 
communities to a level that 
would make it culturally safe to 
mix the races in the schools. 
some day it might be possible, 
they say, but not now. 

South Carolina Negroes are 
more cautious than whites in 
expressing racial views, but 
there seems to be little or no 
question that literate, articulate 
Negroes generally desire the 
end of legal segregation. 

Particularly among intelligent. 
well-educated Negroes there is 
a feeling of resentment at being 
officially classed, as. they see 
if, an inferior race and as sec- 
ond-class citizens 

Negroes take the position 
generally that their children 
are entitled to the best possible 
education, fully equal to the 
whites’ in every, respect 

If Negroes were assured that 
Negro schools were actually be- 
ing raised to a level of true 
equality, and that legal segrega- 
tion was ending, a substantial 
| body of Negro opinion apparent- 
ly would be satisfied to accept 


voluntary segregation in the low | 


country and other forms of de 
‘facto segregation elsewhere. 

On both sides of the color 
line there are nonconformists 
who disagree with the uncom- 
promising positions 
their leaders, 

The official climate of opin- 
ion on both sides is such that 
voices of moderation are in- 
clined to remain silent today, 
but potentially influential mi- 
norities exist in the press, the 
churches, the schools, colleges 
and universities, the civic or- 
ganizations, and business, labor 
and professional groups. 

With some exceptions the 
moderates do not believe it pos- 
sible to start integration in the 
immediate future, but they do 
fee] it possible to start biracial 
discussions on ways and means 
of eventual adjustment to the 
Supreme Court decisions. 

Voice of Moderation. 

The state’s most outspoken 
voice of moderation is the Rev. 
J. Claude Evans of Columbia. 
white chairman of the biracial 
South Carolina Human Rela- 
tions Council and editor of The 
South Carolina Methodist Ad- 
vocate. 

The council {s affiliated with 
the Southern Regional Council, 
a biracial group of educators, 
clergymen, and representatives 
of business, labor and the pro- 
fessions.

NNA MAGNANI'S playing of Serafina Delle Rose fn 
A Tennessee Williams's “THE ROSE TATTOO® on the 
screen—the picture opens tonight at the ST. LOUIS 
THEATER—is a postponed wedding, but a perfect mar- 
riage. Williams wrote the play originally 
with the Italian star in mind for the Si- 
cilian-born dressmaker living in an Amer- 
ican Gulf Coast town, who is surfeited in 
a morbid idolatry-mania over her dead 
and very unfaithful husband whose ashes 
she keeps in an urn on her mantelpiece. 
As conceived by Williams, the character 
was a deft piece.of showmanship, a tempestuous creature 
enjoying an emotional jag ranging from breast-beating to 
tantrums to hysteria over three acts, and Maureen Staple- 
ton did a wonderful job of it on the stage. 


But “tempestuous” is an adjective which, applied to 
Miss Magnani, simply describes one of her milder moods. 
When she gets into high, she is nothing less than volcanic. 
She is sensual, tough and fierce, earthily coy in her brief 
flashes of coquettishness, wildly passionate in both grief 
and love, savagely possessive, suspicious of and scornful 
of her neighbors, slatternly but immensely proud. So full 
of vital honesty is the portrayal that it ceases to be act- 
ing. It is the projection of a life-sized flesh and blood 
woman—lank, stringy hair, sharp jaw, glittering eyes, lumpy 
body—beside which the movie heroine appears a 
pretty, artifically animated toy. Miss Magnani fully de- 
served the Academy Award for best actress of the year 
which she received Wednesday night

The stark portrayal has been matched by the pro- 
duction of Director Daniel Mann, who also directed the 
stage play. Photographing it at Key West, Florida, and

Satire on a Wandering Husband 


“THE MAN WHO LOVED REDHEADS,” an English 
comedy from Terence Rattigan’s play, “Who Is Sylvia?” 
which opens tonight at the SHADY OAK, is an adroit 


and amusing piece, but I think most husbands hereabout 
will be happier when it has passed from 
the scene For in its clever narration, 
done by the voice of Kenneth More, it 
impishly tells ladies of the audience 
its point is to prove men can't be trusted, 
particularly “the man sitting next to you.” 

This is something of a satire on the 
solemn drama of unfaithfulness. It makes 
sly fun of a Don Juan, a viscount who rises to a distin- 
guished diplomat in the British foreign office, and for 37 
years leads a double life of amorous adventures based on 
a hideaway house and an all the while 
fondly imagining he had kept his affairs secret from his 
wife.

NEW YORK.

Mona Sheppard Advocates Short Letters—$10,000,000 Saving for VA

N regard to this party's in- 
| auiry of the 16th inst., Miss 

Mona Sheppard _ indicated 
that she would interpose no ob- 
jection. In plain’ English, 
that means I asked for an in- 
terview and she said O.K. 

An avowed enemy of gobble- 
dygook, whether in government 
memos or private correspond- 
ence, Miss Sheppard sees no 
sense whatsoever in _ stilted 
phrases, use of the third person 

and tongue-twisters such as 
“interpose no objection,’ which 
simply means “to agree.” In 
fact, it’s her theory — proved 
over and over again—that good 
letters can save the boss as 
much money as watching the 
pencils and typewriter ribbons. 

A tall, dark southerner who 
almost was fired from her first 
letter writing job, Miss Shep- 
pard has made a career of sim- 
plifving not onlv the contents 
of letters but the correspond- 
ence system as well ever since 
she went to Washington 20 
years ago. So proficient did 
she become that after she was 
credited with saving the Vet- 
erans Administration some $10.- 
000,000 with her new corre- 
spondence system, she was 
hired away from U nele S sam by 
a New York management con- 
sultant firm, Leahy & Com- 
pany. Now she goes over the 
country preaching the gospel 
of simple, sincere. strong and 
short letters. 

Her tours brought her to St. 
Louis the other day to address 
students of Miss Hickevw’'s 
School for Secretaries. Usually, 
of course, the boss must insti- 
tute any streamlined  corre- 
spondence systems, such as pre- 
drafted letters, but secretaries. 
often called upon to compose
